ACID DEATH THREAT 

Kidnapped ‘grass’ subjected to five-hour nightmare assault 


A drug dealer who kidnapped and 
terrorised a man who “grassed up” 
his associates is facing up to six 
years behind bars. 

Ricardo McPherson, of Waterloo 
Road, Epsom, put his petrified 
victim Karl Irving through a horri¬ 
fying five-hour ordeal before he 
viciously assaulted him. 

A traumatised Mr Irving, from 
Guildford, was told he would have 
acid poured into his eyes while he 
was held captive in the defendant’s 
car. 

The man’s nightmare began the

previous day - on October 20 last 
year - when three men with Ja¬ 
maican accents turned up at his flat 
demanding payment for an array of 
drugs. 

He called police who arrested four 
men, three of whom were known 
associates of McPherson, 27. 

The next day he was out in 
Guildford when a car pulled up 
and McPherson shouted from the 
vehicle’s window: “Oi! Where are 


my boys?” 

The victim protested his inno¬ 
cence, but was bundled into the car 
and driven 25 miles to Mitcham dur¬ 
ing which time he was attacked. 

During the journey, which began 
in Guildford McPherson, told his 
prisoner: “You want to see what we 
do to grasses. We’ll kill you and 
bury you.” 

On arrival in Mitcham, four 
henchmen were waiting and began 
attacking Mr Irving. 

His ordeal only ended when a pen¬ 
sioner saw him being kicked and 


stamped on and crying out “Help 
me! They are trying to kill me!” 

McPherson claimed in court Mr 
Irving came on the journey willing¬ 
ly, but that a fight erupted in the car 
and spilled out on to the road. 

He told the court: “He was free to 
leave anytime he wanted - he want¬ 
ed to come. I felt sorry for him be¬ 
cause he was hungry and wanted 
something to eat. 

“They got out of the car and the 
fighting started all over again. 

“I tried to calm it down. I didn’t 
touch Mr Irving.” 


After the guilty verdicts were 
announced last Friday, the jury at 
Guildford Crown Court took the 
unusual step of telling Judge 
Jonathan Davies they were con¬ 
cerned for Mr Irving’s future safety. 

The judge, Mr Recorder Jonathan 
Davies, said he was confident police 
would take all possible steps to pro¬ 
tect him from any reprisals. 

McPherson was found guilty of 
false imprisonment, making a 
threat to kill and assault by beating. 

He will be sentenced at the same 
court on a later date.

Students in the borough were 
celebrating their GCSE re¬ 
sults last week, with many 
schools beating their targets. 

The Beacon School, in Pic- 
quets Way, Banstead, saw a 15 
per cent rise in their grades 
since last year. 

Ninety-three per cent of 
students gained an A* to C 
grade, while 59 per cent 
scooped an A* to C including 
maths and English, out of 194 
students sitting exams.

Miss Saleem moved to the 
UK last August, because her 
Ahmadiyya Muslim commu¬ 
nity faces persecution in 
Pakistan. 

The family eventually set¬ 
tled in Epsom in September 
and she secured a place in 
Blenheim High School. 

Miss Saleem said she was 
pleased with her results, but 
was hoping to get her En¬ 
glish paper remarked. 

She said: “When I opened 
the envelope I was quite ner¬ 
vous. I did year 10 in Pak¬ 
istan, I had studied some of 
the stuff. It was hard, but it 
was OK for me.” 

Miss Saleem hoped to 
study a biology-related sub¬ 
ject at university, and hopes 
to get a place to take science 
A-levels at Rosebery School.

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‘Shock and sadness’ at 
diving death of student

Tributes have been paid to a 
talented Cambridge Universi¬ 
ty student who drowned after 
getting lost in a cave while 
snorkelling in Malta. 

Marcus Hughes-Hallett, 
from Leatherhead, was swim¬ 
ming in the Santa Marija Bay 
off the Maltese island of Comi- 
no last Thursday when he got 
into difficulty. 

The 20-year-old swam into 
the cave system in the bay, a 
popular dive location, and 
when he did not come out his 
father David, 50, raised the 
alarm. 

He was brought to shore 
where paramedics battled to 
try to resuscitate him. 

He was then flown to hospi¬ 
tal in a Maltese army heli¬ 
copter, but the former Howard 
of Effingham student died in 
hospital later that day. 

Mr Hughes-Hallett was un¬ 
derstood to have been in Malta 


holidaying with his parents. 

Cambridge University de¬ 
scribed Mr Hughes-Hallett as 
a “talented and popular stu¬ 
dent” and said all staff and 
students at Queen’s College 
were “deeply shocked and sad¬ 
dened to hear the tragic news”. 

His uncle, Andrew Hughes- 
Hallett, said: “He was an ex¬ 
tremely bright and popular 
kid. We cannot put into words 


what a tragic loss this is. As a 
family we are totally devastat¬ 
ed by his death.” 

The former Effingham 
Rugby Club player was a rela¬ 
tive of award-winning author 
Lucy Hughes-Hallett, who has 
written books on Cleopatra. 

In 2010, the Epsom Guardian 
featured a story about Mr 
Hughes-Hallett’s A-level suc¬ 
cess after he achieved four A*s 


and a distinction for maths at 
Howard of Effingham School. 

He was studying at Queen’s 
College, Cambridge Universi¬ 
ty, for a degree in mathematics 
and was set to graduate in 
2014. 

Maltese police are continu¬ 
ing to investigate the incident 
and the Foreign Office has said 
it was looking into reports 
about the death. 

Comino, which is known for 
its impressive dive sites and 
underwater caves, is a one 
square mile island between 
Malta and Gozo. 

Mr Hughes-Hallett’s death, 
the second there in as many 
months, has angered locals 
who have been calling for 
more first aid facilities to be 
built near the sea. 

A 31-year-old Russian man 
died in June after struggling to 
remain afloat in another re¬ 
sort in Comino. 

An inquest will be held in the 
UK once a postmortem investi¬ 
gation has been conducted. 


Bakery now in business for hungry hounds 


A new luxury bakery is 
opening - for dogs. 

Dog lovers are in for a 
treat after Vivian Nutt, 50, 
from Worcester Park, de¬ 
cided to set up her own 
dog bakery business. 

The bakery has treats, 
which are also edible by 
humans, costing up to £12 
for a doggie birthday cake. 

She said: “It’s all good 
quality human grade food 
- you could eat them. 

“My daughter eats the 
cakes. There are no 
artificial colours or 
preservatives.” 

The mum-of-two set up 
her unusual business after 
finding herself out of 


work for more than 
six months after losing 
her job as a charity 
fundraiser. 

She started up with 
help from the govern¬ 
ment’s New Enterprise 
Allowance. 

The entrepreneur took 
some inspiration from her 
labradoodle, Cooper. 

She said: “The treats I 
used to give him were real¬ 
ly smelly and horrible, so 
I started making my own. 
As far as I’m concerned, if 
I wouldn’t eat it, I 
wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect my dog 
to eat 
it. 


“It wasn’t long before 
friends started to ask for 
some, and it’s gone from 
there really. 

“Other dogs in the park 
loved them and people 
kept saying ‘You could sell 
these’. 

Because chocolate is poi¬ 
sonous for dogs - Mrs 
Nutt’s boxes of dog choco¬ 
lates are made with carob 
and yoghurt. 

There is also peanut but¬ 
ter in the dog treats that 
the dogs love. 

She said: “What I’d real¬ 
ly like to do is to have 
a dog cafe.”

Anger at KFC for pub 


Ewell residents have re¬ 
acted with anger to the 
news that the much-loved 
Organ and Dragon pub is 
be converted into a KFC 
restaurant. 

The 18th century pub,

Jenningsl234 
said: “Yes why not knock 
all the remaining historic 
neighbourhood pubs in 
and around Sutton and 
Ewell? 

“Then we can all sit 
at home in silence watch¬ 
ing X Factor on our 
32in flat screens, drinking 
four packs of Tennants 
Super and munching on 
KFC.” 

A poll on our website 
revealed that 62 per cent 
of residents were against 
the change while 31 per 
cent agreed with the 
move.

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Epsom’s 75th anniversary 
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Delving into past for 75th anniversary 


September will herald a sig¬ 
nificant milestone in the his¬ 
tory of Epsom and Ewell 
when the borough celebrates 
its 75th anniversary. 

Until 1937, Epsom was a rel¬ 
atively urban area surround¬ 
ed by rural villages, 
including Ewell and * 
Stoneleigh. 

Thse villages were engulfed 
by the suburbs from the 1920s 
onward thanks to an influx of 
a new “commuting class” who 
settled there because of the 
improved transport links to 
London. Farmland was sold to 
make way for housing and 
Epsom, which already had a 
town council, was increasing¬ 
ly looked to for the provision 
of services. 

When local boundaries were 
redrawn by the Government 
in the 1930s the two villages 
were included with Epsom, 
which led to their unification 
in a single borough. This was 
enacted in the Charter of the 
Incorporation of the Borough 
of Epsom and Ewell, which 
was granted on September 29, 
1937. 

To mark the anniversary, 
the Epsom Guardian, togeth¬ 
er with Bourne Hall curator 
and local history expert Jere¬ 
my Harte, visited the town 
hall to explore some of the 
many historical arterfacts ac¬ 
quired by the borough in the 
past 75 years. 



Mace 

The mace, a func¬ 
tional piece of re¬ 
galia that represents 
the delegation of 
powers by the state 
to local government, 
was made for the 
borough’s first coun¬ 
cil meeting in 1937. 

It is still carried 
in at the start of 
each meeting and 
placed before the 
mayor in the council 
chamber. 



Copper Tree 
Table Lamp 

This was given to 
the council in 1937 
by the ancient 
order of the 
Foresters - a local 
branch of a nation¬ 
al social benefits 
organisation, estab¬ 
lished in 1834, 
which met in the 
Foresters Hall - sit¬ 
uated where Co-op 
in Waterloo Road 
stands today. 

Members recog¬ 
nised that by pay¬ 
ing a few pence a 
week into a com¬ 
mon fund they 
would be able to 
offer sick pay and 
funeral grants 
when necessary. 



200th Derby Plate 

Presented to the council in 
1980 by United Racecourses, 
the then name of the man¬ 
agers of Epsom Downs race¬ 
course. It depicts the first 
Derby on May 4,1780 - a race 
which is now synonymous 
with Epsom all across the 
world. 



Grant of the crest 

The arms of Epsom and 
Ewell, granted in 1937, were 
designed by Edward Erie Dor- 
ling, a heraldic writer, whose 
son became the clerk of 
Epsom Downs racecourse. 

There is a Dorling Drive in 
Epsom named after the family. 

Mr Harte said: “Dorling 
wanted the arms to be easily 


recognisable but meaningful. 

The green represents the 
Downs, and the horses refer to 
Epsom’s racing industry. The 
blue and white signify Epsom 
Spa and Ewell Spring.” 

The borough’s motto “Non 
Such” is taken from the 
palace founded by Henry VIII 
in 1538 in what is now Non¬ 
such Park. 



Cocktail shaker 

This was donated to the 
council by Charles Riddick in 
1937, who owned a jewellery 
shop in Upper High Street and 
was the resident provider of 
medals for sporting events 
and other occasions in 
Epsom.

It 
was a comparatively late 
development of its kind 
for the town compared to 
surrounding areas.” 


Bust of Chuter Ede 

The first charter mayor 
of Epsom and Ewell Coun¬ 
cil in 1937, Mr Harte said: 
“Chuter Ede was a local 
boy made good.” 

A schoolteacher in 
Epsom, he went on to be 
elected as a Labour MP for 
Mitcham, in 1923, and then 
South Shields in 1929, and 
served as Home Secretary 
under Clement Attlee 
from 1945 to 1951. 

The bust was presented 
to the borough by Mr 
Ede’s wife Lilian in 1947.

The mother of a family of 
fundraisers who performed 
in Wednesday’s Paralympics 
opening ceremony said 
the special event has lifted 
her spirits after a year of 
unemployment. 

Dee Wilson, of Langley Vale, 
in Epsom, was a dancer in the 
spectacular performance - 
alongside her daughter Katie 
Matthews, 33, and son Will 
Wilson, 28. 

The 55-year-old, who along 
with her husband Chris has 
been fundraising with their 
children for more than 30 
years, initially applied to be in 
the Olympics opening cere¬ 
mony after being unemployed 
since last April. 

When the former civil ser¬ 
vant was turned down by or¬ 
ganisers for not being a 
professional dancer, she ap¬ 
plied for the Paralympics 
opening ceremony and was 
delighted to be accepted along 
with her daughter as a 
dancer. 

Mrs Wilson’s son was only 
too happy to jump on board 
when organisers informed his 
mother they required more 


men for the ceremony. 

The mother-of-three said: 
“It has been an amazing expe¬ 
rience - a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity for us all. We’ve 


been so excited by it and it 
was one of the best moments 
of my life. 

“The ceremony was very di¬ 
verse, with people from all 


sorts different cultures and 
backgrounds. The able-bodied 
and disabled took part. 

“I have always respected 
people with any disability and 
it was an honour to be able to 
take part in this and to be 
given the chance to do it.” 

The honorary secretary for 
the Surrey Archery Associa¬ 
tion Committee, Mrs Wilson 
said she has had difficulties 
finding work and being a part 
of the Paralympics has “lifted 
her spirits”. 

She said: “This was nothing 
about age or being profession¬ 
ally qualified - they gave us a 
chance and it embodies exact¬ 
ly what the Paralympics is 
about. 

“They did not turn any peo¬ 
ple away - everybody was 
embraced.” 

Mrs Wilson said rehearsals 
for the event, which started in 
June, took over family life and 
she will also work as a volun¬ 
teer driver at the Games. 

She said: “We have always 
been a family of fundraisers 
with the kids, even when they 
were little. 

“But it’s history in the mak¬ 
ing as we are the only family 
with three people taking part 
in the ceremony.” 


A group determined to pre¬ 
serve the character of 
Epsom is inviting residents 
to share their views on 
development ahead of a 
meeting on the issue. 

Plans for the redevelop¬ 
ment of Upper High Street 
- which include options for 
parking, new housing and 
a food store - will be dis¬ 
cussed at a public meeting. 

The move has been wel¬ 
comed by the Save Epsom 
group, which held a rally 
last month calling for a 
pause in the consultation 
process for the site. 

It says the surge in devel¬ 
opments in the town centre 
are not in keeping with its 
character. 

To canvas public opinion 
on the planning brief for 
the site before the meeting, 


Save Epsom has developed 
an online survey for 
residents to complete. 

A spokesman said: “The 
Save Epsom group needs 
your help. We want to pre¬ 
sent your views on the fu¬ 
ture development of Epsom 
town centre at the public 
meeting.”

Justin was born with kidney 
failure and relied on dialysis to 
stay alive, but had a kidney trans¬ 
plant aged two when it was discov¬ 
ered that his dad was a compatible 
match. 

Soon afterwards, Justin had a fit 
due to water on the brain and had 
to have a tracheotomy tube fitted 
in his throat to enable him to 
breathe. 

After spending the next year at 
London’s Great Ormond Street 
Hospital, the youngster arrived at 
the Children’s Trust - where he 
received therapies to help him 
speak, crawl and enjoy life again. 

Mrs Tuohy, 41, said Justin’s time 
at the trust was the best of his life. 

She said: “He had spent so much 
of his life in hospital surrounded 
by machines - this was freedom 
for him. 

“Everyone at the trust saw his 
potential and were determined to 


give him the chance to make 
choices and give him some inde¬ 
pendence. This is what made him 
so happy. They treated him just 
like any little boy. 

“Although his life was short, 
through the Children’s Trust, 
Justin was able to live it to the full.”

Home of thoroughbred 
condemned by council 


A historic horse training yard 
was left in an “appalling condi¬ 
tion” by a trainer who was evict¬ 
ed last month according to the 
council. 

Epsom and Ewell Council, 
which owns Downs House in 
Epsom, decided not to renew 
Philip Mitchell’s lease in 2007, 
and obtained a judgement at 
Guildford County Court in July 
that forced him out. 

Horses had been trained at the 
yard, once home to Eclipse - a 
thoroughbred from whom 95 per 
cent of today’s bloodstock is de¬ 
scended, by Mr Mitchell’s family 
for 48 years. 

He had warned that the council 
might take Downs House out of 
the racing industry amid the

rumours it could become a con¬ 
ference centre. 

Mr Mitchell had hoped to 
challenge the eviction, but his re¬ 
quest to appeal it was rejected. 

As a result the council, which 
remained tight-lipped about the 
issue pending possible legal ac¬ 
tion, announced that a report 
will be submitted to the next 
meeting of the council’s strategy 
and resources committee to help 
it decide on the future of the 
property. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The council is aware of the un¬ 
derstandable public and industry 
interest and concerns for the 


prospects of Downs House. 

”It stresses that no decision on 
the property’s future has been 
made and the various rumours 
that have been circulating in this 
regard have no foundation. 

“Any decision on the future of 
the property will be taken with 
keen regard to the particular his¬ 
tory and character of the proper¬ 
ty and must also consider the 
best interests of the council tax¬ 
payers of Epsom and Ewell. 

“Whatever the outcome, sub¬ 
stantial works will be required 
due to the appalling condition in 
which the property was left.” 

The meeting will be held at 
Epsom and Ewell Council on 
September 25 and will be open to 
the public. 


RSPCA: ‘We simply cannot remove animals’ 


An animal welfare charity has 
hit back at residents’ claims it 
is leaving horses abandoned 
and uncared for. 

The Epsom Guardian has 
been contacted by a number of 
residents in recent weeks fol¬ 
lowing our story, earlier this 
month, on the “Chantilly Filly” 
- a horse that appeared, seem¬ 
ingly abandoned, in Chantilly 
Way, Epsom, a day after the 
June’s Derby. 

The RSPCA said its officers 
had visited the horse several 
times, which had not been 
abandoned, and despite a 
wound healing in its side, it was 
healthy and being fed by its 
owner. 

But residents have continued 
to raise questions about the 
horse’s welfare and the 
RSCPA’s apparent inaction. 

In a letter published in this 
newspaper on August 16, a con¬ 
cerned Ashtead resident said: 
“Just because the horse is not 
sick does not mean it is not suf¬ 
fering. There is mental cruelty

and well as the physical. 

“The poor creatures need 
company and protection. If the 
owner is not prepared to supply 
this then they should be re¬ 
homed.” 

Sophie Wilkinson, of the 
RSPCA, said the organisation 
sympathised with people’s frus¬ 
trations that some horses ap¬ 
pear not to be cared for, but its 


officers were merely working 
within the law. 

She said: “We cannot remove 
horses simply because they are 
alone or have no purpose-built 
shelter. We have to have the 
support of a vet to say that an 
animal is suffering or is not 
being protected from suffering. 

“Without this, we simply can¬ 
not just remove animals. 

“We do respond to reports of 
‘abandoned’ horses around 
Epsom and the animals are usu¬ 
ally in secure areas, are not 
sick or injured and have access 
to grazing and water. This does 
not mean we think the condi¬ 
tions some horses are left in are 
ideal, but it does mean we can 
only advise owners of their re¬ 
sponsibilities.” 

She added the RSPCA has 
more than 600 rescued horses 
in its care throughout the coun¬ 
try.

A new survey reveals that the num¬ 
ber of private rented households in 
England has increased from two 
million in 1999 to 3.62 million (17 
per cent) in 2010-11, while the num¬ 
ber of owner-occupied homes 
dropped. 

As the number of tenants soars, 
the Association of Residential Let¬ 
tings Agents (ARLA) advises that 
the new generation of renters 
should make sure they understand 
their responsibilities. 

Ian Potter, managing director at 
ARLA, said: “Renting a property of¬ 
fers a great level of freedom, but 
this does come with associated re¬ 
sponsibilities and in some cases, li¬ 
abilities - even though someone 
else owns the property. If these 
terms are understood, a tenant can 
enjoy their rental home without 
worrying about unnecessary dis¬ 
putes arising when they decide to 
move out. 

“As some responsibilities are dif¬ 
ferent from home to home, I would 
always recommend checking 
through a tenancy agreement with 
a legal expert. This will ensure all 
obligations are understood, and ul-

timately, fulfilled by both parties.” 

ARLA has the following tips: 

Contents insurance 

While landlords are usually liable 
for insuring the building and any 
furnishings it comes with, tenants 
should take out insurance for their 
own contents. Some insurance 
providers will require detailed in¬ 
formation about the property be¬ 
fore giving a quote, so be sure to 
contact the landlord if you are un¬ 
sure about any questions. 

Last one out 

If all of the tenants will be leaving 
the property vacant for any period 
of time during the tenancy, ensure 
that the last person to leave pre¬ 
pares the house for the unoccupied 
duration. Simple tasks like clearing 
out fridges/freezers, turning off 
electric devices at the wall, and 
turning off the main water supply 
can help prevent problems while 
you’re away. Equally, in the winter 
it may be sensible to leave heating 
on at a low level, to ensure pipes do 


not freeze. 

It is worth noting that many ten¬ 
ancy agreements stipulate that you 
must notify the landlord if all occu¬ 
pants will be away for longer than a 
certain period of time. 

Looking after your rental prop¬ 
erty 

It is a tenant’s responsibility to 
look after the fittings and fixtures 
of a rental property. While reason¬ 
able wear and tear is to be expected, 
it is important to inform the land¬ 
lord immediately if any damage, 
accidental or otherwise, does occur. 

Having a detailed inventory can 
help with the resolution of any is¬ 
sues around damage or missing 
items at the end of the rental peri¬ 
od. If you are worried about any as¬ 
pect of a tenancy, seek advice from 
a lettings agent affiliated to a pro¬ 
fessional organisation like ARLA. 
All ARLA licensed agents must ad¬ 
here to a strict code of conduct, as 
well as offering client money pro¬ 
tection and redress schemes, which 
protect all parties if things go 
wrong.

Rain does not deter buyers 


Despite being the wettest 
June on record, the bad 
weather failed to deter seri¬ 
ous househunters, according 
to estate agents. 

The National Association of 
Estate Agent’s (NAEA) hous¬ 
ing market report for June 
revealed an increase in the 
number of househunters, 
with 294 registered per 
branch during June com¬ 
pared with 274 in May (294). 
This shows strong growth 
compared to last June’s fig¬ 
ures (June 2011 - 263). 

In May, buyer interest suf¬ 
fered as a result of the end of 
the Stamp Duty Holiday, 
however NAEA agents re¬ 
ported the return of the ‘seri¬ 
ous househunter’ to the 
market in June, looking to 


secure a purchase before 
summer holidays and events 
such as the Olympic Games. 

House sales remained stable 
with an average of seven 
recorded per branch in June, 
marking a fourth consecutive 
month at this level. 

However supply levels de¬ 
creased slightly from an av¬ 
erage of 66 in May to 63 in 
June. 

First time buyer levels also 
saw a slight increase with a 
19 per cent market share in 
June compared with 17 per 
cent in May. This is still 
down on year-on-year fig¬ 
ures. In June 2011, first time 
buyers represented a 21 per 
cent share of the overall 
property market. 

NAEA President Mark Hay¬ 



ward said, “After the bad 
news for first time buyer 
levels last month, it is pleas¬ 
ing to see that the market is 
showing some signs of 
resilience in the face of chal¬ 
lenging conditions and we 
should welcome signs of the 
return of the serious house- 
hunter.”
